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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.114. Applicant's submission filed on January 16, 2004 has been entered. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 2 of claim 3, the 
word "dihydrogen" is misspelled. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 3-9, 11, and 13-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kaminsky et al. (US 6,080,905). 

The Kaminsky reference discloses a process for the purification of olefins by contacting 
an olefmic feed with an adsorbent, which is the same as the claimed adsorbent, to remove 
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acetylenes from the feed. The spent adsorbent is then regenerated by contacting it with a 
hydrogen gas stream to remove acetylenes from the adsorbent. The hydrogen gas stream may be 
pure hydrogen, which would necessarily contain less than 0.5 ppm carbon monoxide. The 
adsorption step is operated at conditions that are the same as the claimed operated conditions. 
Specifically, Kaminsky discloses adsorption temperatures ranging from -20° to 200°F (-7° to 
93°C). See col. 5, line 37 through col. 10, line 3; col. 1 1, line 35 through col. 12, line 12; and col. 
16, lines 54-56. 

Response to Arguments 
The argument that one of ordinary skill in the art would not be deterred from using a 
carbon monoxide-containing reducing gas for regeneration is not persuasive because Kaminsky 
discloses that pure hydrogen can be used. A reference is not limited solely to its preferred 
embodiments.
